ANNUAL REPORT. 


EARNEST APPEAL FOR FUNDS. 


~ 


A report on the Luxor Hospital for Natives 

has been issued for the information of those 
who ‘have shown an interest in the welfare 
of the institution, and who, by their subscrip 
tions and in other ways, have farthered its 
work. While giving a brief account of the 
hospital since, its foundation, it refers chiefly 
to ths condition of tha institution at the 
present tims, ard includes a description of 
the hoapitsl, the staff, roatine of work, the 
patients, book. keeping, finances, ete. Daring 
|the winter season many Visitors at Luxor 
inspect the hospital, and, says the superinten- 
dent medical « flicer, ‘we are glad to welcome 
them st all times. For the convenience of pas- 
sengers by . the tourist steamers I arrange to 
set apart Tuesday afternoons. between 2 ard 
4 p.m | for this ‘purpoge.” ! 

The new floor of tiles in the operating room 
has proved very satisfactory, and a similar 
floor has,now been laid ia the Longmore(surgi- 
cal) ward. It ia hoped that funds will be avail- 
able to carry out this very necessary alteration 
in the other wards and departments, A debt 
of gratitude is doe to Mr. A. Urqahart for his 
advice and help in this and other matters. 
There is now asofficient supply of hot steriliz. 
ed water in the operating room forall ordinary 
reqnirements. An excellent microscope was 
presented to the hospital by Mr. R» Mond. 

The return of in-patients for the year shows 
a daily average of 21, an increase over any pre- 
vious year. ‘The ont-patients’ retarn shows a 
falling off from 54 to 52. This may, theS. M. 0, 
thinks; be accounted for by the fact that last 
winter season was a pérticularly- healthy 
one in Egypt. It has been thought advis- 
able ito omit from the report 4 detailed 


-llist of the medical and surgical cases ad- 


mittel!, and that of operations performed, as 
the mere technical names of diseases and opera- 
tions canuot be of mach interest to the general 
reader. ‘I'hey have had to treat many various 
diseases, tropical and other. Several mejor 
operations have been. performed, snch as 
amputations, trephining, lithotomy, etc, There 
were also 160 ophthalmi¢d operations carried 
ont, ‘Seven deaths occurred daring the year 
doe to suppurative pericarditis, concussion, 
burns of the whole body, pneumonia, uremia, 
abscess of liver, and shook after 4 doable 
operation, 

The total receipta-were £887. 143. 1d,, and 
the expenditnre £954 183. 2d., leaving a se- 
tions deficit. of £67 4s. 14., which it is hoped 
to make up this year. ‘The committee, there- 
fore,| earnestly, appeal to the general public 
for kuch donations and subscriptions as may 
anffips to place the work upon a satisfactory 
financial basis, and may allow the hospital 
to ‘inoreasé i's beneficent operations in a de- 
grea commensarate with the demands upon 
them. 

The hospital hes been generonsly supported 
daring the past ssason, and its fiaancial posi- 
tion has been improved, bat too much confi- 
denoa muat not be placad in this, as so mach 
depends on the number of visitors during tho 
winter seasin; this source of income mnst 
therefore be a precarious one, and we would 
urge the well-wishers of the hospital to contri- 
bate by annaal subscription in preterence to 
donations. | 

The sabscription lists ‘at Luxor and on the 
Nile steamers have, as in past years, shown the 
interest taken in the! hospital by, passing 
tourists, A gpecial appéal is made to the orga- 
nizers of social fanctions at Luxor and Assouan 
to remember the hospital’s needs. . The general 
expenses of the hospital increase every year. 
Not only are wages and! food higher, but there 
is hn increasing namber of patients to provide 
for.
